At the specific request ox Assistant AG Fred Vinson, 
the Director met with Vinson at 3:30 p.m., 3/16/66, in his 
oi Z ice* Pursuant to Vinson's request, and at the Director's 
instruction, I also attended the meeting* 

Mr- Vinson opened the discussion by stating that he 
felt there was a matter which needed clearing; up. At this point 
he handed the Director a 1^-page memorandum concerning his £ • 

previous visit to the Director's office on 3/9/66, and referring ^ 
to the visit which Mr. Gale and I paid to his office on 3/11/66. 
Vinson stated that this memorandum will reflect for the record 5>j 
that he did not imply any criticism against the FBI, and that \^ 
the Criminal Division of the Department desires to continue , 
receiving intelligence reports on organized crime. :

The Director stated there was no misunderstanding | v 

xj^atsoever . The Director quoted Vinson as having previously ^ \ 

stated that he spent a gresit deal of time reading intelligence £| 

reports which had been received from the FBI and that he, M 

Vinson, had felt perhaps the FBI was wasting time in doing so M 

much intelligence-type investigations, rather than the prosecu- ~ 
tive type. The Director stated that upon Vinson's departure 
jie had sent for Mr. Gale and me and had expressed his concern 
in no uncertain terms,, inasmuch as this matter is under our 
supervision ♦ The Director stated he instructed Gale and me 
to determine whether an investigative waste of time was involved. 

Vinson indicated he did not recall telling the Director 
previously that the reading of voluminous intelligence -type 
reports was a waste of time. The Director replied that Vinson /\ 
h^d certainly implied that this was a waste of time^^^he^er^joi;. Jo''

had asked for additional xnteiixgence-type reports, whereas 
Vinson had intimated he was getting too many. 

Vinson stated he wanted to make it clear that ho was 
no expert in the field of investigations and therefore it would 
be wrong for him to pass judgment on the FBI's work in the field 
of organized crime. The Director stated he agreed with this 
assertion. , The Director also stated that nevertheless he would 
certainly Curtail the sending of intelligence-type reports to 
the Department if Vinson had actually meant this. Vinson stated 
that by no stretch of the imagination had he meant to imply 
this. 

I gave Vinson a b rief rundown on the actual requests 
made by | | Vinson 's first assistant, and explained 

to Vinson the fact that the preparation of crime surveys, 
as we did many years ago, would definitely be a waste of time 
and entirely duplicative of our efforts today. 

The Director asked Vinson bluntly if he "wanted the 
FBI to cut down on intelligence-type reports" to "just state 
your guidelines." Vinson stated he had no guidelines. The 
Director then indicated it would be impossible to make criminal- 
type cases unless we first conducted intelligence-type investiga- 
tions. Vinson agreed. 

Vinson referred to the last paragraph of his memorandum 
wherein he stated that the conference held in his office with 
Mr. Gale and me ended on an "acrimonious" note. He stated he 
specifically wanted to call this to Mr. Hoover's attention. 
The Director turned to me and asked what this meant. I stated 
whenever any individual comes to the Director of the FBI arid 
makes erroneous allegations concerning work under ray supervision 
I felt that I have the right to defend myself and explain the 
true facts of the matter. I stated this was done in Vinson's 
office and no punches were pulled. I also stated that I resented 
deeply the fact that Vinson would make a complaint based on a 
lack of knowledge. 

The Director turned to Vinson and held up the memorandum 
that Vinson had presented to him. The Director stated "Do you 
now plan to stick to the contents of this memorandum, or do 
you wish to make any further ehan^os?" Yixxmn replied that the 
memorandum was self-explanatory a;;- ho Jruw no changes to make 



whatsoever. He, stated he wished to reiterate once again that

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he had not meant to be critical of the FBI but, to the contrary, 
had merely wanted to.-, make the suggestion that the FBI might 
desire to occasionally stop and survey its criminal investiga- 
tive work to see if too much time was not being spent on 
merely the accumulation of intelligence; The Director very 
patiently pointed out that it would be impossible to give the 
Department ^information of a prosecutive nature unless at first 
intelligences-type investigations were carried out. The Director 
exhibited to Vinson a chart concerning the huge amount of 
intelligence information given to Chicago law enforcement 
authorities which has enabled those individuals to practically 
wreck gambling interests in that city* 

Vinson stated that he knew of the success of the 
FBI's drive in Chicago; however, he did want to state that he 
thought the Chief of Police in Chicago was a good man* The 
Director replied that j | and 
had proven this on many occasions. 

The Director gave Vinson a detailed explanation of the 
success of the FBI's work in Chicago and Las Vegas. The 
Director summarized inspections, SAC conferences, and the daily 
statistics that are given him, which all serve as a yardstick 
to measure the effectiveness of our work not only in the 
field of organized crime but in all other types of FBI in- 
vestigations. The Director showed Vinson the monthly chart 
that he receives which reflects the statistics of all offices. 

Vinson stated again that he wanted to reiterate 
that he did not mean to be critical in making his original 
suggestion. He stated this was a suggestion, pure and simple, 
and that he hoped the Director did not feel that he had been 
critical. The Director replied that the successes of the FBI 
spoke for themselves and he felt that Vinson now understood that 
the FBI constantly surveyed its work. 

Vinson stated that the Director had indicated that *

fraud case ^and in one narcotics case. He stated that in the 
mai l fraud; case one of the witnesses had been killed. Under 
the | ^~| rule the judge took exception to this fact. Vinson 
indicated that Judge Luther Youngdahl was typical of many 
judges today in that he insisted upon all statements and all 
witnesses being produced in cases which came before him. There 
followed a brief discussion concerning Judges Youngdahl and 
Bazelon and their liberal tendencies in reversing the convictions 
of the lower courts. 

The Director referred once again to the so-called 
".misunderstanding" as Vinson had termed his previous meeting. 
The Director stated he wanted to make it quite clear to Mr. Vinson 
that intelligence-type investigations in the field of ^.organized 
crime in many cases resulted in a complete disruption of 
gangsterism in various cities, particularly Chicago. 

I told Vinson that he should realize that many 
intelligence-type investigations also often result in Federal 
prosecutions and that a sampling of cases could be quoted to 
him, if necessary. He stated he agreed and this would not be 
necessary. 

Vinson asked the Director if he could discuss the 
Hoffa case. The Director asked him what he had in mind. Vinson 
stated when he had called upon the Director on 3/9/66 the 4 
Director had made it quite clear to him that he abhorred 
n limited 11 type investigations. The Director stated this was 
absolutely correct and that he had learned his lesson in the 
Kansas City vote fraud cases *many years ago. The Director 
told Vinson that in instances when the Department specifically 
limited its request for investigation, he (the Director) had 
issued instructions to the FBI to reply to the Department that 
the investigation would be limited in accordance with the 
Department's request. 
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Vinson stated he recognized this feeling on the part 
of the Director and therefore when " an attorney in his division 
had written a lengthy, detailed and specific-type memorandum 
asking the FBI to conduct a specific investigation he, Vinson, 
had refused to send this memorandum to the FBI because he felt 
it was not in accordance with the Director's wishes* Vinson 
stated he had rewritten this memorandum, leaving the field 
completely open to the FBI to conduct whatever type investigation 
we felt was needed . Vinson stated he thought he had complied 
with the Director's wishes in this regard, 

I told Vinson that his undated memorandum, which he 
handed to the Director on 3/9/66, had been completely vague and 
nonspecific . It was mentioned that he had implied i n his

The Director turned to Vinson and stated that our 
principal concern in handling the investigation in this matter 
was the fact that the FBI might later be accused of "rocking 
the boat" inasmuch as it was wrong for two bodies to be.

The Director 
indicated former Special Assistant to -Bobby Kennedy, William 
Sheridan, had definitely operated in an independent manner 
relative to investigations and that the FBI to this day is 
not aware 6f some of the things that he did* The Director 
indicated that we have received a number of allegations that 
Sheridan might have participated in wiretapping in handling 
the Hof fa case* The Director added that Senator Edward Long 
probably would call Sheridan as a witness in future hearings* 
Vinson seemed to be somewhat taken aback by this statement. 

Vinson told the Director that the FBI had done a 
. massive and speedy job in handling the Hof fa investigation in 
Chattanooga, particularly after Hoffa had filed various affi- 
davits. The Director stated he felt our agents had done a 
good job on this phase of the investigation; however, we had 
realized that the judge in Chattanooga was in a touchy position 
and the matter needed clearing up. Vinson agreed* 

The Director stated that false allegations always 
shoul d be jumped on fast and cleared up. He referred to the 
I I case wherein 17 different d^ifindants in a case had made 
critical allegations concerning ! I relative to bribery and 
homosexuality. The Director also mentioned the Senator Tom Dodd 
case in which Jack Anderson and Drew Pearson had made general 
allegations concerning Senator Dodd yet had not been specific. 

Vinson inquired of the Director whether the FBI , 
would investigate the theft of the documents from Senator 
Dodd's office. The Director replied that this investigation 
would begin immediately upon the transfer of the documents held 
by Jack Anderson to the Department* The Director stated this 
would be on Friday, '3/18/66. 

Vinson made i reference to a call received by Assistant 
Secretary of Defense McNaughto n last S aturday, 3/12/66, in 
which a hoodlum by the name of I I had obtained an appoint- 

ment with McNaughtOn on Saturday night and had told him th^t 
there was a close tie-in between|_ 



arid the international prostitute Gerda Mim&inger. Vinson

Vinson 1 stated that the Attorney General, on the 
morning of 3/16/66, had requested him to- summarize all matters 
relative to the Canadian hoodlum and ^forward this in formati on b?D 
to the FBI so that we, in turn, could^ give it to ;the | | 
The Director stated we would handle this matter 

The Director referred to thte investigation by two 
Royal Commissions which had been set fin motion by the Canadian 
Parliament • He stated it was wrong to have one commission, 
much less the confusion of two at th^ same time.£$^ 

Vinson stated Stuart Alsop planned to have an article 
in this week f s edition of the Satlmlay Evening Post relative 
to his book on immorality. The Director replied that he felt 
(certain that Joe Alsop would not fcfe writing on immorality, 
inasmuch as he would be the last person to throw mud regarding 
homosexuality or sex offenses. The Director indicated that 
the KGB has ample proof, in the form of photographs, of Alsop f s 
homosexuality. The Director also briefly mentioned x that Joe 
Alsop, according to the President, planned to make a trip in 
the near future to Hong Kong and Vietnam so that he could 
obtain up to date information. The Director stated that Alsop 
was complaining;; of the fact that he could not obtain classified 
information from his usual sources at the White House or in 
other places. 



Vinson stated his letter to the Director concerning 
the Canadian matter,- mentioned above, would also contain a 



request that the FBI maintain a "loose yatch" on [ _ 

the unscrupulous informant in the I l ease. Vinson stated 

he did not mean for this to be a close surveillance or a daily 
atch but tha t he hoped that the FBI could be constantly aware 
of I I whereabouts . The Director made no commitment

Pursuant to instructions, I called e ^a^^^^ers^o^ 
at 10:30 a.m. today, and advised him that the ©apartment 
had made a specific request that the FBI initiate an investi- 
gation regarding the alleged theft of documents from Senator 
Dodd f s office* I told Anderson that we wanted him to know 
this in view of the fact that he had turned over a voluminous 
set of documents to us. 



Anderson told me that he thought it was "a hell of 
a thing for the Attorney General to instruct the FBI to 
investigate this matter merely for the purpose of having 
Tonf^D odd^s derelictions covered up." Anderson also stated 
thaFTIe would not mind going on record stating that he was 
responsible for the removal of these documents from Dodd f s 
office and that he would be glad at any time to go into 
court or before a jury and relate fully what schemes Tom 
Dodd had been involved in. 

Anderson went on to indicate that he, of course, 
did not blame^the :FBI star the initiation of this investiga- 
tion and that he would continue to cooperate with the FBI 
100% in furnishing any information available concerning 
Senator Dodd. 

Under the circumstances, we are preparing a memorandum 
to the AG regarding the above-mentioned conversation.

Jack N *. lender son , 1612 K Street, N*, W* , Washington, 
D* C* , was telephon^ally contacted at his office on March 18, 
1966, by a Special Agent of the Washington Field Office of the 
Federal Bureau of Investigation* Inquiry was made of Anderson 
as to what progress had been made in the transcription of his 
shorthand notes and whether he could estimate when the tran- 
scription would be completed* Anderson stated he had made no 
progress with the transcription because he is working on a 
book he is writing* Anderson said he does not know when he 
will be able to start or complete the transcription* 

Anderson advised he has talked to his sources 
and they are willing to furnish what they know to the Federal 
Bureau of Investigation and th£t would preclude the necessity 
of Anderson relaying information he had obtained from them* 
Anderson offered to get his sources together as a group and 
they could furnish Agents the information* He said he had 
found this type of group forum to be the most efficient means 
of extracting the maximum information and putting the facts 
together inasmuch as one person frequently thinks of a point 
which does not readily occur to others* 

Anderson suggested that Agents come to his home 
this weekend and that he would make the group available* He 
said he would leave the room or the house so as not to interfere 
with the session* 



Anderson said he had talked with his sources and 
it was not felt they had engaged in any wrongdoing in furnishing 
information to him* Anderson said he had told them if they 
had any difficulty he, Anderson, would 11 go to bat for them*"

subject. MONITORING OF DREW PEARSON 

CBS 

MARCH 27, 1966 



Pearson was monitored on WTOP "News Night" by Special 
Agent Donald T, Perrine of the Crime Records Division . The jraediction of 
interest to the FBI was his statement that both Pearson and Jacfer^ 
will be investigated by the Department of Justice for "stealing" Senator Dodd*s 
papers. Pearson noted they did not "steal" thepe papers and commented that 
they have been investigated previously for other apparently false allegations. 




Pearson spent sometime pointing out the continuing Soviet 
distrust of the Red Chinese and felt that the forthcoming Communist Party 
conference in Moscow would result in token criticism of United States 
foreign policy in Vietnam.

A review of Bureau files was made and no report approaching 
1, 287 pages in length has ever been sent to the Department. 

In all probability, the. kepeff that was allegedly delivered for 
copying and forwarding to Jawwf^derson is the manuscript of Joseph 
Valachi's book which he wf^ote while incarcerated at the District of 
Columbia jail. In an article which appeared in "The Washington Post" 
on March 21, 1965, Jack Anderson reviewed this book. In that article, 
Anderson described Valachi's book as "1150 pages long after being 
typed by Justice Department stenographers. ..." An article appearing 
in the Washington "Evening Star" of January 6, 1965, reported that the 
Justice Department was in possession of a 1, 200 page book entitled 
'The Real Thing" written by Joseph Valachi. This is the same book 
described by Jack Anderson in his article mentioned above. 

During February, 1965, an opportunity was afforded the Bureau 
to review a rough draft copy of Valachi f s book, then in the possession of 
the Department, to determine prior to publication whether there was any

Anderson said he also wanted to mention that, in connection 
with the investigation £«4jolving possible impersonation of an FBI 
agent by Former Agent James^Lynch, (the investigator hired by Dodd) 
Special Agent Philip King of our Washington Field Office had been 
very abusive in asking questions regarding Lynch. I asked Anderson 
for specifics. He stated it was his understanding that King asked 
such quest ions as "You know, of course, that Lynch has never 
impersonated an agent, ft and "Isn't it ridiculous to assume that 
Lynch impersonated , an FBI Agent?" 

Anderson stated he had been told that FBI Agents, in conducting 
this investigation, have been very defensive with respect to Lynch f s 
activities. I told him we would look into the matter involving 
Sppcial Agent King and nail down the allegation. However, I doubted 
v^ry seriously that agents had attempted to excuse Lynch ! s activities 
in any manner whatsoever. I stated, to the contrary, the witnesses 
who allegedly had claimed that Lynch had impersonated an FBI Agent, 
had emphatically denied that Lynch had stated or claimed he wats 
currently with the FBI. As a matter of fact, both witnesses stated 
that Lynch had made it clear to them that he was a private investigator. 

Anderson stated this might be true; however, the record looks 
spotty inasmuch as Lynch has a record <pf wire tapping and has been he 



previously employed by L.B.Nichols and I Anderson b7c 

mentioned that everyone knows that Nicnois and | | hated 

lAnderson and Pearson. 

I asked him what this had to do with the FBI. He stated both 
Nichols and Lynch had formerly been with the FBI and, therefore, 
there was a close partnership. I told Anderson this did not iollow 
at all. rjBa stated when a person leaves the FBI he leaves once and 
for all. Anderson stated the general public does not realize this. 
I told him if he were a good newspaperman he certainly should realize 
this. 

Anderson told me that in his opinion Dodd has violated three 
Federal laws at least . He stated he and Pearson have evidence and 
witnesses. He said this was not a case of disgruntled employees, 
inasmuch as even after some employees left Dodd's service, Dodd 
attempted to get them back. He mentioned that on one occasion Dodd 
even went to a restaurant one night to beg an employee to come back.

Anderson stated he knew something else which the FBI might 
want to look into* He mentioned that in the Summer of 1964 one. of 
Dodd's employees overheard Dodd talking to the head of the New York 
Office of the FBI. Dodd asked if this FBI representative would have 
him picked up at the airport by an FBI car and delivered to the 
Essex House in New York City, At that time Dodd supposedly had an 
appointment with General Klein. 

Anderson stated he, of course, could understand the FBI's 
motives in doing this, inasmuch as Dodd was a powerful man on the 
Hill. He stated he would not blame the FBI for being of service to 
Dodd. He added, however, that he hoped the FBI would not shirk in 
its investigation of Dodd, just because Dodd was a powerful individual. 

I asked Anderson if he had ever heard of the FBI shirking 
its investigations in any case.

Senator Dodd. As a result, Clerk] picked up Senator Dodd at the 

Wald orf Asto ria Hotel at 12:10 a. m. on 9/7/65 and made the flight at Newark. 
Clerk l l advised that Senator Dodd was very appreciative of the Bureau f s 
help and said he would send a letter to the Director expressing his feelings. 
Malone stated that he was in bed when the above call was received, it was a 
foggy night, and he took the initiative in having Senator Dodd brought to the 
Newark Airport at his request. Malone advised that the above fac ts are 
contained in a memorandum dated 9/8/65 from Investigative Clerk l [ to 
SAC, New York (New York file 80-275). Malone had not spoken with Senator 
Doddon^occagon^ ^J^^^ . 

Malone advised that the only other instance reflected in New York 
files or which he can recall where assistance of this nature had been given 
to Senator Dodd is based on a letter in New York files to Mr. Malone from 
Senator Dodd dated 6/29/64 in which Senator Dodd thanks him for the courtesies 
extended to Senator and Mrs. Dodd. 

Malone states that his recollection of these courtesies is as follows: 
Several nights previous to the above date Federal Judge Kaufman and his wife 
were celebrating their silver wedding at the 21 Club in New York. Senator 
and Mrs. Dodd were invited guests and were coming from Washington to 
attend the celebration. Malone was also an invited guest. The proceedings 
had begun and the Dodds had not yet arrived. Judge Kaufman called the Dodd 
home in Washington and was informed by one of the Dodd children that 
Senator and Mrs. Dodd were enroute to New York on the shuttle plane and 
should have been there by that time. Judge Kaufman then called La§|uarclia 
Airport and determined that the plane had already landed at Lalpuardia but 
apparently Senator and Mrs. Dodd were not on the plane. When Judge Kaufman 
asked Mr. Malone what could be done to locate the Dodds, Malone called the 
New York Office to determine if a radio car was in the area of La0iardia. On 
determining that there was such a car in the area, Mr. Malone gave instruc- 
tions that the car should proceed to the airport to determine if Senator and 
Mrs. Dodd were there. When the Agents arrived they found that the third 
section of the flight had just arrived at LaEftiardia and that Senator and Mrs. 
Dodd were on it. Accordingly, the Agents picked them up in the Bureau car 
and took them to the 21 Club. Malone advised that neither Senator Dodd nor 
Mrs. Dodd had any idea they were to be picked up by FBI Agents on arrival

Jack Anderson called me late Saturday, 4/2/66. He stated 

ihe wanted to tip us off in confidence that Drew Pearson may make 
derogatory comments concerning the FBI in his column within the near 
future . 

I asked Anderson the basis for such potential comments. He 
stated he personally had offered to bring in all witnesses in the 
theft of files from Senator Dodd's office and have them interviewed at 
one time in his presence. The FBI , however, had ignored this offer 
and had interviewed these witnesses on an individual basis. I told 
him this was perfectly logical as an investigative step and that it 
would be ridiculous to interrogate all witnesses in his presence. 

Anderson said this was not the only thing. I asked him what 
else he had. He stated there had been delay on the part of the FBI 
in investigating the derelictions of Senator Dodd. I told him this 
was ridiculous. I mentioned that, as he and Pearson well knew, the 
FBI has no authority to investigate such matters unless the Department 
of Justice determines there is a possible violation within FBI juris- 
diction. I told him in all instances of this nature we must neces- 
sarily wait upon the Department to make up its mind. Anderson stated 
he would try to explain this to Pearson; however , Pearson might not 
listen to him. 

I told Anderson I thought we were wasting time in carrying 
on a conversation if he expected me to believe this. 

Anderson stated he had another complaint. He mentioned that 
one day last week there were nine agents operating out of Senator 
Dodd's office and apparently at Senator Dodd's directions. He 
stated this was in connection with interviewing Dodd's personnel 
regarding the theft of documents from Dodd's office. I told him 
here again he should get correct facts before he called me* I stated 
the agents were operating out of the Senate Juvenile Delinquen y 
Subcommittee offices, which had been loaned to them for the purpose 
of interviewing personnel* I mentioned that the agents at no time 
had operated under Dodd's directions; that Dodd had nothing to do 
with he interrogation* Anderson stated this might be true; however, 
it was his understanding that the agents were questioning people in 
Dodd's private office* I told him this^as not true.

Anderson said he also wanted to mention that, in connection 
with the investigation involving possible impersonation of an FBI 
agent by Former Agent James Lynch, (the investigator hired by Dodd) 
Special Agent Philip King of our Washington Field Office had been 
very abusive in asking questions regarding Lynch. I asked Anderson 
for specifics. He stated it was his understanding that King asked 
such- questions as "You know, of course, that Lynch has never 
impersonated an agent, " and "Isn't it ridiculous to assume that 
Lynch impersonated an FBI Agent?" 

Anderson stated he had been told that FBI Agents, in conducting 
this investigation, have been very defensive with respect to Lynch ! s 
activities. I told him we would look into the matter involving 
Sppcial Agent King and nail down the allegation. However, I doubted 
very seriously that agents had attempted to excuse Lynch f s activities 
in any manner whatsoever. I stated, to the contrary, the witnesses 
who allegedly had claimed that Lynch had impersonated an FBI Agent, 
had emphatically denied that Lynch had stated or claimed he was 
currently with the FBI. As a matter of fact, both witnesses stated 
that Lynch had made it clear to them that he was a private investigator < 

Anderson stated this might be true; however, the record looks 
.spotty inasmuch as Lynch has a record of wire tapping an d has been 
[previously employed by L.B.Nichols and I I Anderson

I asked him what this had to do with the FBI. He stated both 
Nichols and Lynch had formerly been with the FBI and, therefore, 
there was a close partnership. I told Anderson this did not follow 
at all. J££ stated when a person leaves the FBI he leaves once and 
for all. Anderson stated the general public does not realize this, 
i told him if he were a good newspaperman he certainly should realize 
this. 



Anderson told me that in his opinion Dodd has violated three 
Federal laws at least. He stated he and Pearson have evidence and 
witnesses. He said this was not a case of disgruntled employees, 
inasmuch as even after some employees left Dodd 9 s service > Dodo 
attempted to get them back. He mentioned that on one occasion Dodd 
even went to a restaurant one night to beg an employee to come back.

Anderson stated he knew something else which the FBI might 
want to look into* He mentioned that in the Summer of 1964 one of 
Dpdd's employees overheard Dodd talking to the head of the New York 
Office of the FBI . Dodd asked if this FBI representative would have - 
h|.m picked up at the airport by an FBI car and delivered to the 
Efsex House in New York City, At that time Dodd supposedly had an 
appointment with General Klein. 

Anderson stated he, of course, could understand the FBI f s 
motives in doing this, inasmuch as Dodd was a powerful man on the 
Hill. He stated he would not blame the FBI for being of service to 
Dodd. He added, however, that he hoped the FBI would not shirk in 
its investigation of Dodd, just because Dodd was a powerful individual, 

I asked Anderson if he had ever heard of the FBI shirking 
its investigations in any case. He replied in the negative. I told 
him I would check on the matter of picking Dodd up and delivering 

Anderson stated he Would like the privilege of calling and 
talking to me occasionally an^ut the captioned. case. I told him 
under the circumstances at this stage of the game it would be far 
better for him to call the Justice Department, inasmuch as that 
Department was the one making the decisions as to investigative 
activity. I stated I had no objections to his calling me if he had 
any complaints regarding the FBI; however, such calls would be a waste 
of time unless he had the correct facts.

You have requested that I check into the matter of an alleged 
request by Senator Dodd for FBI transportation in New York.- Mr. Wick 
advfsjed me that according to Jack Anderson, associate of Drew Pearson, 
one "of Dodd's employees in the summer of 1964 overheard Dodd talking 
to the head of the FBI in New York and heard Dodd ask if he could be 
picked uip' at the airport by an FBI car and taken to the Essex House where 
he had an appointment with General Julius Klein. Mr. Malone has 
categorically denied ever receiving such a call from Dodd requesting 
1 transportation and has set out in his teletype of 4/5/66 the only two 

incidents involving FBI transportation for Dodd known to Malone.

^lalone states in June 1964 he was invited to attend a wedding 
anniversary dinner for Judge and Mrs. Irving Kaufman; that Mr. and 
■Mr&& Dodd were invited; that the section of the plane they were scheduled 
forbid not arrive and Judge Kaufman, being concerned, asked Malone 
|f he could assist in locating the Dodds. Malone had FBI Agents in the 
itirf><5rt area contacted to attempt to locate Dodd, who arrived on a later 
Section of the flight, and he was then driven by Agents to the city. 



The second incident occurred in September 1965 when a call 
^as^eceived by a night clerk in the New York Office from a l 



calling for Senator Dodd, who stated it was essential Dodd be in Wash- 
ington the following morning, unable to get transportation to Newark 
Airport to catch a 12:50 a. m. flight, it was a foggy night and he could 
not get plane out of New York and he requested assistance in getting 
Dodd to the airport. Malone was contacted at home and authorized having 
the clerk take Dodd to Newark Airport.

I have contacted the SACs at New York, who do not recall 
talking to Dodd, and I have personally examined the index references 
and New York files contain no other references to Dodd involving request 
for transportation. Mr. Wick states that a personal note was received 
by the Director from Malone advising of the affair in June 1964 and the 
fact that Dodd was present. The yellow of this letter is in Malone's 
personal files in New York. 

The only record that was made of the incident in September 
1965 was a memorandum f or the Ne w York file prepared by the clerk 

and Malone did not advise the Bureau 
transportation to the airport for Dodd. 



who received the call from 
at that time that he had authorized 
He states that this was an oversight on his part which he regrets as he 
normally attempts to advise the Bureau of such contacts. I told Malone 
that he definitely should have advised the Bureau immediately of this 
courtesy extended to Dodd even though it was obviously not possible for 
him to get prior Bureau authority in view of the lateness of the hour. I 
cautioned Malone also that he should be most circumspect in granting 
such courtesies on his own authority in the future. 

Although Malone denies having received the call referred 
to by Anderson, it is possible that one of the other incidents mentioned 
above might have been what Anderson was referring to and since we do 
not know what Senator Dodd's files contain, it is not possible to prove 
conclusively that such a call was not made. Therefore it would seem 
J risky to deny to Anderson that such a call was ever made. 

RECOMMENDATION 

1. That Anderson not be advised that no such call as he 
alleged was ever made. 



2. That Malone's failure to immediately report the incident 
in September 1965 be considered in connection with the over -all results 
of the New York inspection.

Reference is made to Wick to DeLoach memorandum dated ^ 
4/4/66 and captioned as above. This memorandum set out two instances 
wherein the New York Office had been of assistance to Senator Dodd in 
furnishing him transportation. The memorandum pointed out that Bufiles 
were being checked to determine if these two situations or any others of 
a similar nature had been reported to the Bureau. 

Inasmuch as these two situations occurred one in 1904 and 
one in 1965, Bufiles were reviewed for all references to Senator Dodd 
from 1/1/64 to the present date. No references to these two/situations 
were located in Bufiles. Further, during the pertinent period Were are 
no references which would indicate that we furnished Senator Dodd ^ 
courtesies in other situations. 

However, files maintained by Miss Gandy contain a personal 
letter from Assistant Director in Charge Malone to the Director dated 
6/25/64 in which Malone advises of the silver wedding anniversary of 
Judge Kaufman and also advises that, at the request of Judge Kaufman, 
Malone had Agents of the New York Office meet Senator Dodd and his 
wife at the airport and bring them to the Kaufman 1 s silver wedding 
anniversary celebration.

Reference is made to attached memorandum from Mr. De Loach 
to Mr. Tolson dated 4/4/66. In the memorandum it was reflected that Jack 
Anderson stated that in the summer of 1964 one of Dodd's employees over- 
heard Dodd talking to the head of the New York Office of the FBI. Dodd 
reportedly asked if this FBI representative would have him picked up at the 
airport by an FBI car and delivered to the Essex House in New York City. 
At that time Dodd supposedly had an appointment with General Klein. It was 
recommended and approved that my office determine from Assistant Director 
Malone in New York whether he had made a car available in the summer of 
1964, or at any other time, to Senator Dodd so that Dodd could be transported 
to the Essex House in New York.

Bishop contacted Assistant Director Malone at New York on 4/4/66. 
Malone stated that he had never had any personal conversation with Senator 
Dodd with regard to giving Senator Dodd a ride in an FBI car to the Essex 
House in New York City or to or from any other point. Malone also stated 
that he has checked with the four SACs in the New York Office and they have 
no recollection of ever having received any calls from or on behalf of 
Senator Dodd with regard to furnishing an FBI car to Senator Dodd.

was then with Senator Dodd at the Waldorf Astoria Hotel in room HE, had 
called the New York Office at the instruction o f Senator Dodd and had spoken

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Senator Dodd. As a result, Clerk | Jp lcked up Senator Dodd at the 

Wald orf Asto ria Hotel at 12:10 a. m. on 9/7/65 and made the flight at Newark. 
Clerk | ~] advlsed that Senator Dodd was very appreciative of the Bureau's 
help and said he would send a letter to the Director expressing his feelings* 
Malone stated that he was In bed when the above call was received, it was a 
foggy night, and he took the initiative in having Senator Dodd brought to the 
Newark Airport at his request. Malone advised that the above fac ts are 
contained in a memorandum dated 9/8/05 from Investigative Clerk ! I to 
SAC, New York (New York file 80-275). Malone had not spoken with Senator 
Dodd on this occasion. 

Malone advised that the only other instance reflected in New York 
files or which he can recall where assistance of this nature had been given 
to Senator Dodd is based on a letter in New York files to Mr. Malone from 
Senator Dodd dated 6/29/64 In which Senator Dodd thanks him for the courtesies 
extended to Senator and Mrs. Dodd. 

Malone states that his recollection of these courtesies is as follows: 
Several nights previous to the above date Federal Judge Kaufman and his wife 
were celebrating their silver wedding at the 21 Club in New York. Senator 
and Mrs. Dodd were invited guests and were coming from Washington to 
attend the celebration. Malone was also an Invited guest. The proceedings 
had begun and the Dodds had not yet arrived. Judge Kaufman called the Dodd 
home in Washington and was informed by one of the Dodd children that 
Senator and Mrs. Dodd were enr out e to New York on the shuttle plane and 
should have been there by that time. Judge Kaufman then called LaQuardia 
Airport and determined that the plane had already landed at LaGuardia but 
apparently Senator and Mrs. Dodd were not on the plane. When Judge Kaufman 
asked Mr. Malone what could be done to locate the Dodds, Malone called the 
New York Office to determine if a radio car was in the area of Laquardia. On 
determining that there was such a car in the area, Mr. Malone gave instruc- 
tions that the car should proceed to the airport to determine if Senator and 
Mrs. Dodd were there. When the Agents arrived they found that the third 
section of the flight had Just arrived at LaGuardia and that Senator and Mrs. 
Dodd were on it. Accordingly, the Agents picked them up In the Bureau car 
and took them to the 21 Club. Malone advised that neither Senator Dodd nor 
Mrs. Dodd had any Idea they wars to bo picked up by FBI Agents on arrival

Thus it is not surprising thst 9% of the American people look on him as something 
the cat dragged in. No lie against a solid scmebpdy is too pusilannimous for him to 
concoct. No job is too dirty for him to pull on foe or friend. And, everybody but 
Communist agents, friends and sympathizers are his foes* 

According to an authoritative source, a group of his classmates at Sv/arthmore de- 
cided to break the Quaker tedium by attending a Saturday night beer party in -the town, 
Hearing of it, Pearson invited himself to go along. So, on Monday morning he pimped 
on his classmates*. Tho they had. flouted some of the narrow "Quaker traditions, none 
had done anything to warrant expulsion, It turned out that Pearson had exaggerated, 
garbled and lied about the affair.

Connecticut vot- 
ers get at the truth, from Pearson's distortions and falsehoods in the matter of fig- 
ures he stole from the Dodd files and for which he may be indicted in the near future 
for receiving stolen goods. lie took figures from private personal Oodd .transactions 5 
and claimed they were campaign contributions used for personal benefit, Items like 
$35,000, $60,995, $17,455-13, etc etc etc s - when mis-stated in Pearson's venal style 
of innuendo, look impressive to seme people* 

Congressional Quarterly's 1964 report of campaign receipts and expenditures tell 
a totally different story. Pearson'^ veracity (what little there is of it) assays 
about 10 on the $l c 000, Congressional Quarterly is. an authoritative, objective and 
never-yet-tiispu ted work. Its figures, taken from official sources, show these con- 
tributions to the 1964 Dodd Campaign — none of the fake figures of Pearson's: N, C 4 
Earl $1,000, John W. Kluge $500* David Leach $500 1 Edgar Parson $1,000, Democratic 
Senatorial Committee $600, $250, $2,500 ? $100, $2,500 end $1,500. 

War Rec ord s — Drew (Bomb Proof) Pearson was World War x r s prize slacker and dod- 
ger of the Draft, In 1917 he was 20 years old, of prime draft age* He was in Swarth- 
more College- where they had a haven for draft dodgers called "Students' Army Training 
Corps"* Like the Girl Cadets of Arlington (Va) High School, just across the ftiver 
from hers, they participated in daily cicss order drills. But — its members were ex- 
empt from the Draft* Pearson showed no interest in close order drill during his jun- 
ior year,. When his senior year started in Sept 1913, he still showed no interest, 
But when on Oct, 25 t 191S ( his draft number came in he got very interested. As fast 
as he could (The War Dept said it. was Oct* 28th) he got himself safely ensconsced in 
S wart hrr- ore 1 s SATO, Army men said these initials mesnt Safe At The College* The War 
ended 14 days later and Pearson breathed his first sigh ox relief in 18 months. 

Ju nior Louse Was A Beau t — From an authoritative source we learn that Jack Azi^ie- 
rson, Pearson's legman and dog robber, followed his mentor's footsteps. In 1942 h^ 
was living in Salt Lake City- By some kind of hocus pocus, lie had the Mormon Church 
send him to" China as a missionary. There he thought he was safe, but this was his un- 
d'oing, He flew over to India one day, presumably to convert or proselyte some of the 
little Erown men. But LS Army Intelligence was on the ball/ He was met at the air- 
port by a welcoming committee of two MP's and escorted to an induction center. When 
forcibly inducted into the US Army he pleaded that he- -was a conscientious objector 
and whined "You can't do this to me'V But the Army took care of that. They stifled 
his CO plea by making a non-combatant of him and assigning him to the office of the 
Army newspaper (Stars & Stripes) in the Far East, *■ * "

in fieidsvilis (NCar) is still a touchy subject down, thers, .The present (active) gen- 
eration know nothing about it as it hsppenad msny years ago, The preceding genera- 
tic^ would rathsr forget it, Your editor went t~ Reidsvil.le lest week trying to ge - : 
j.t the bottom of it. He met with hostility, Charles. Oliver, present editor of the 
3eidsville Daily KEVXEW tried tc discourage our request for the facts in the case.. He 
heatedly said there was T 'no moral turpitude involved'. We hadn't said there was. And 
Peter J, Glide we 11 jr (son of the lawyer- who defended Pearson at the trial) heatedly 
said "there was no homosexual charges, involved/ 1 We hadn't *'ud there was, We did 
find out th^t,. whatever it was (the police co^rt records appear falsified) Reidsviile 
Chamber of Commerce wants it covered up, mr. Glidewell talked freely and courteously 
to us r bi-t could only, z'epeat what his father had told him in which the elder Glide- 
wall could Oi::iy repeat -what Pearson had .told him. "

a paid lecturer for the Pearson Chautauqua, was in court*, He was invited to sit with- 
the regular police court judge and try the cess. With Judge Humphrey concurring this 
2-judge court unanimously decreed Fearscn Not Guilty." 

Bread -and -Butter Verdi ct- — This is the only case we ever heard of where a judge 
sat (legally, or as in this case illegally) in a case where his bread grid butter de- 
pended on a "Not Guilty" verdict. Judge Lindsey (no longer a Colorado judge) was on 
the payroll of Pearson's father as a lecturer.

Swiss Cheese Alibi — Pearson's perjury on the witness stand would undoubtedly 
have dra:vii him 2 jail sentence in anything but a rigged court* The story of the fire 
hydrant sponge bath was 100% fiction* ive closely examined the Big Apple -Market build- 
ing last week. There was nothing protruding frois the wall. A close brick-by- brick 
examination showed there had never been a fire hydrant there. All ever Reidsvilie :ve 
saw fire hydrants like they are in all cities — on the curbs. 

That a woman could see across the street, in tot si darkness, was also absurd* 
It was more absurd that, if she could, that she called railroad police instead of 
city police. Tho Mr. Glide we 11 said that Southern Railway property was "right next 
to the Big Apple* it wasn't. It was a full block away. Anyhow* railroad police don't 
go "poaching" on city police territory.

As regards the theft of records from Dodd's office, 
ftAnderson stated that the records were not stolen since they 
[are all now located in the Senator's files. Anderson refused 
[to discuss the duplication of Senator Dodd's records. He 
^launched into a tirade against the Department of Justice 
jfor investigating the copying of Dodd's records rather 
athan the allegations against Dodd himself. Anderson stated 
|he feels the Director should have refused to do an investiga- 
tion of this type when requested by the Attorney General. 

Anderson declined to identify his source of the 
Valachi manuscript. He indicated his source is not a u kid" 
but "highly placed" and if v/e were to conduct investigation 
which resulted in the identification of Anderson's source of 
this manuscript it would cause nothing but embarrassment to 
the Department of Justice. Anderson expressed disgust that 
no interest had been shown in the Valachi manuscript until the 
Dodd matter came up? he pointed out that he first printed an 
article about this manuscript over 1 one y ear a go. <j.

It is noted an article appeared in the "Washington 
Post" 3/21/65j to the effect that Anderson reviewed the Valachi 
book described as "1,150 pages long after being typed by Justice 
Department stenographers . " 

In connection with our investigation concerning the 
Valachi matter, all our inqui ries o utside the Department have been 
completed except talking with l I who Anderson states he will 
caution not to make any comment to Bureau Agents concerning the 
copying of material if she, in fact, has such knowledge. If 
this matter is to be pursued further it will now be necessary 
to go to the Department and interview stenographers, attorneys, 
clerks and anyone else who had access to the original and copies 
of the Valachi manuscript made in the Department. The Valachi 
material is not a Government document as it was written by 
Valachi while he was in jail and our inquiries would be of an 
administrative nature. Initially our inquiries were based on 
an allegation that FBI reports on Valachi had been copied. Our 
investigation has clearly established the falsity of this 
allegation.
